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Mr  I^ayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  H ealth  and  Sanitary  circum- 
stances of  the  Borough  for  1962  incH.uding  a report  on  the  Port  Health 
Area, 


The  population,  13,130?  is  steadily  rising  and  shov/s  an  increase  of 
83O  in  the  last  five  years.  The  n-umber  of  births  (215)  remains  static 
and  does  not  reflect  the  sharp  increase  ejqperienced  throughout  the  country 
I as  a v/hole. 

The  corrected  death  rate,  9.9  and  infant  mortality  rate,  18,6,  is  to 
I be  ccmpared  ’i/ith  that  of  England  and  V/'ales  v/hich  v/as  11,9  and  20,7  respect- 
ively, This  infant  mortality  rate  of  England  and  Tfales  was  once  more  the 
lov/est  ever  recorded.  Pour  infant  deaths  occuirred,  all  died  vd.thin  the 
first  'vreek  and  none  of  the  deaths  could  be  ascribed  to  adv>:rse  environmental 
conditions. 

There  were  97  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year  of 
Y/hich  76  Yvere  due  to  measles. 

The  level  of  imiaunisation  and  vaccination  araong  children  in  the  Borough 
remains  good,  there  vm.s  a marked  increase  during  the  year  of  the  number  of 
persons  vaccinated  against  smallpox  Y/hich  Y/as  due  to  the  Y'ri-despread  fear 
folloY'.’ing  the  outbreak  of  snallpox  in  Yorksldre  and  South  v7ales  and  also 
to  the  large  number  of  international  certificates  of  vaccination  required 
by  those  travelling  to  the  Continent  of  Europe. 

The  provision  by  the  CoYincil  of  first  class  sanitary  and  Yvashing  facil- 
ities for  food  traders  using  the  mrket  stalls  lias  proved  to  be  a sound 
forward  step  in  implementing  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 

In  i960  I reported  that  the  slum  clearance  prograriime  had  been  virt- 
ually' canpleted  except  for  some  small  additional  area.s  and  these  are  being 
dealt  Y"ith  gradually  over  the  following  five  years.  In  addition  it  Y'/as 
f'clt  that  quite  a substantial  proportion  of  houses  in  the  Borcu^  shoY/ed 
lack  of  amenities  and  a pilot  survey  of  3OO  houses  Y/as  made  - various  plans 
are  still  being  considered  by  the  Council  to  enable  thcra  to  assist  in 
getting  these  houses  brou^t  up  to  modern  standards. 
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It  is  v^rorthy  of  record  that  since  194^  lj267  houses  have  been  built 
bringing  the  proportion  of  post  \icnr  houses  in  the  Borough  to  2^'o  of  the 
total.  •

During  the  year  there  have  been  no  major  extensions  to  the  i/ater 
main  v.dthin  the  Borough  but  minor  extensions  were  necessary  to  provide 
a supply  for*  the  continuing  private  residential  development, 

Tldrty-two  samples  of  va-ter  taicen  from  the  Paversham  VJater  Company 
j mains  were  all  reported  as  of  good  bacteriol^'gical  quality,  Poior  samples 
taken  for  chemical  examination  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  ten  houses  and  three  factories  v/ithout  a mains 
supply,  tliis  is  due  to  their  isolated  posit  Lions. 

I DRAIIIAGE  AND  SEWAGE  . 


Work  on  the  comprehensive  Bysing  'Wood  drainage  scheme  commenced 
during  the  year.  The  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  provide  sev/age  fac- 
ilities for  a part  of  the  Borough  v/liich  is  suitable  for  residential 
and  industrial  development, 

A sirall  pump  house  v;as  completed  and  caiue  into  operation  on  a 
housing  estate  in  the  Lovror  Road. 

Ilinor  extensions  of  private  sev/ers  took  place  on  private  resi- 
dential estates. 

Considerable  tir.ie  has  been  spent  during  the  year  sorting  out 
troubles  ‘v/hich  liave  arisen  on  private  sev/ers  and  drains.  The  work 
necessitated  many  visits  and  the  service  of  multiple  notices  ■under 
the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I96I, 
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REFUSE  COJIECTION  i'lED  DISPOSAL 


The  responsibility  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  rests  vd.th 
the  Berou^  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  The  tipping  of  refuse  was  continued 
into  the  disused  v;orkings  of  the  Ace  Sand  and  Gravel  Company  near  Ham 
Road,  This  method  of  tijjpjng  into  vciter  causes  special  difficulties 
to  arise  particular!,  y controlling  the  tipi^iing  area  and  also  preventing 
contamination  of  other  ponds  in  the  area.  Additional  tractor  vehicles 
are  to  be  obtained  to  facilitate  the  covering  of  the  tipping  area. 

The  pilot  paper  sack  scheme  which  commenced  in  I96I  continued 
throu^out  the  year  and  has  so  far  produced  good  results.  It  is  novir 
proposed  to  extend  the  scheme  to  another  part  of  the  Borough  sometime 
in  1963* 

Pollo\ang  the  purchase  of  Wo  nev;  refuse  vehicles  the  refuse 
collection  service  as  a v/hole  was  re-organised,  the  object  being  to 
provide  a better  service.

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  fruit  and  veg- 
etables condemned  as  'unfit  for  h'uumn  consijmption  during  the  year.  In 
1961  the  amount  totalled  213  tons  as  against  329  tons  this  year  plus 
■vaidous  other  packages  not  recorded  in  •\/eight  - nets  of  onions,  trays 
of  peaches,  cartons  of  oranges  and  boxes  of  melons.  The  main  reason 
for  the  increase  is  the  continued  expansion  of  the  local  fruit  and 
vegetable  packing  industry. 

The  v;crk  of  inspection  and  quantity  checlcing  is  taking  up  more  and 
more  time  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 

In  ITovember  the  Department  v/as  asked  to  gi'vo  an  opinion  of  the 
condition  of  a large  quantity  of  eggs  (approxinmitely  2-^  Liillion),  The 
eggs  had  been  imported  from  Poland  and  held  in  cold  store  for  an 
unusually  long  time. 

Cross  samples  xrcre  exauiiined  and  the  eggs  finally  released  for  com- 
mercial use  in  a process  where  each  egg  v/ould  be  broken  and  individually 
examined.

QFBENSIVE  TPALES 


The  three  factories  continue  to  operate  at  Oore  Creek,  They  are 
I engaged  on  the  production  of  tallov/,  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilizers  from 
butchers  waste,  hoof  and  horn. 

During  I962  as  in  previous  years,  the  inspections  and  routine  visit- 
ing of  these  premises  has  taken  up  a considerable  amount  of  time  of  the 
Department  viiich  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  number  of  factories  involved. 

Early  in  the  year  it  veis  necessary  to  report  to  the  Council  that  the 
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overall  hygienic  and  mechanical  conditions  of  one  of  the  factories  had 
deteriorated  to  a marked  degree  despite  warnings  by  Officers  of  the 
Department, 

A fiirther  advisory  visit  by  H.ll,  Allcali  Inspector,  Dr  Hockin,  con- 
firmed the  opinion  and  reports  of  your  Officers, 

Many  meetings  and  discussions  took  place  and  there  was  some  attonpt 
to  put  the  apparatus  and  equipment  in  order. 

During  the  year  the  remaining  coal  burning  boiler  plant  v/as  con- 
verted to  oil  and  the  nuisance  fran  black  sinoke  which  at  times  v/as  very 
heavy,  v/as  overcome. 

In  October  a special  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  v;as  called 
to  which  one  of  the  factory  o^mers  v/as  invited.  Possible  v/ays  and  means 
of  determining  the  source  of  any  future  smell  v/ere  discussed  and  it  was 
agreed  to  investigate  v/hether  it  \vas  possible  to  extract  flue  gas  samples 
from  the  factory  chimneys. 


IICEI^ED  PRH'.OSES 


Thirty-seven  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  during  the  year 
and  it  wa.s  found  that  there  was  steady  progress  in  bringing  the  premises 
up  to  a reasonable  standard.  It  vdll  be  recalled  that  an  extensive 
report  v/as  submitted  to  the  Council  in  I960  in  \/hich  it  was  stated  that 
AO  of  the  iiA  premises  within  the  Borou^  had  defects  of  one  kind  or 
another. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  accelerate  the  rate  of  jjro gross  partic- 
ularly in  connection  "VTith  the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water  supplies 
to  the  bars. 


PETROIEUI/I 


Routine  inspections  of  all  the  petroleum  premises  in  the  Borou^ 
were  carried  cut  aiid  in  general  the  premises  complied  very  well  vdth 
the  conditions  of  the  annual  licence,  A nimaber  of  minor  defects  v;ere 
noted  but  these  were  rectified  at  an  early  date. 

Three  calciimi  carbide  stores  continued  to  be  in  use.  In  one 
case  following  notices  to  the  o^mcr  a more  permanent  store  was  installed 
to  give  drier  conditions  of  storage.

2.  HQUSIiG  SURVEY 


Polluv/ing  the  completion  of  the  five  year  Slum  Clearance  Pro- 
grame  it  ^/as  decided  to  carry  out  a survey  of  a representative 
selection  of  older  properties  which  were  loaown  to  lack  various 
amenities  but  which  would  not  come  witliin  the  scope  of  any  proposed 
slum  clearance  action  for  the  near  future*  Anxiety  had  been  expressed 
by  members  of  the  Council  about  the  future  deterioration  of  the  older 
typo  of  properties  in  the  Borou^, 

It  liras  not  within  the  capabilities  of  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  to  malce  a visit  to  every  house  in  the  Borough  so 
it  was  decided  to  carry  out  a survey  of  three  hundred  houses.  Houses 
■vrere  selected  in  three  pajrticular  areas;  (l)  Athelstan  Road  and  Canute 
Roo.dj  (2)  Fielding  Street,  Mendfield  Street,  Caslocke  Street, 
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Napleton  Road,  H atch  Street  and  Becket  Street;  (3)  Festgate  Road, 
Cyprus  Road  and  Luton  Road,  It  was  realised  that  these  areas  vfould 
not  give  a complete  picture  of  the  overall  housing  problem  but  the 
results  did  sho\7  \/hat  a colossal  task  it  would  bo  to  bring  the 
properties  up  to  a standard  which  v/ould  fulfil  modern  day  requirements. 
These  requirements  are  mainly,  bathroans,  hot  \/ator  supplies  and 
internal  V'.C,  *s 

A suTiimary  of  the  general  results  of  the  survey  arc  shown  in 
Table  XVI,  It  v/ill  be  seen  that  only  37/^  of  "ttie  houses  surveyed 
had  a batlnrocm,  half  with  no  separate  access;  3^°  had  washhand 
basins;  had  a hot  v/ater  supply  of  one  sort  or  another  and  only 

'50-/0  had  an  inside  F,C, 

If  no  action  is  taken  to  j)rovent  further  deterioration  and  to 
bring  these  houses  up  to  a reasonable  modem  standard  the  Council 
will  be  faetjd  at  some  time  in  the  futiore  v/ith  the  necessity  of 
dealing  \.dth  a vast  number  of  houses  by  slum  clearance  procedure, 

I'To  imagination  is  needed  to  apx:>reciate  the  cost  to  the  Council  of 
future  slum  clearance  programme  rehousing  schemes.
